For be did not fay, that he had feen Abraham (tho 
they might underftand bim fo) and therefore bis giving 
that Anfwer ( without minding their turning the Que- 
fiion thro Mifcenception ) was (4s you confefs ) 


enough to convince ‘em of what be did fay, viz. of 


Abraham /eeing bis Day. 

Ai to lam. The Words are rendred by Syriac, 
Nonnus, and Grotius, 1 was, And that will amount 
to what you would have advis'd Our Saviour to have 
{aid in that meaning. 

A. We deny not, but that the Inftances, you 
brought, might have been produc’d with no other 
intention than to thew, how capable the Paffage was 
of fuch an acceptation. But yet we bad reaion to 
fuppofe from thar Air of Triumph, wherewith they 
were accompanied, that nothing lefs than Demon- 
ftration were intended by them. To fay, that our

For it is 
obfervable, that, as the Fews turn’d the Queftion 
from Chrift’s Day to his Perfon, fo our Saviour re- 
turns an Anfwer correfpondentc to fuch a Turn, and 
mentions his Perfon too. And fince fo Majeftick 
an Expreffion, as I am, has ( tho’ it cou'd be o- 
therwife expounded ) fo God-like an Appearance, 
We are apt to think, that the humble Fe/us ( were 
he bur a Man) wou'd not feem to aflame a Title 
no ways competent ro mere Humaniry. 

Tho’ the three Tranflators, which you mention, 
expound the Paffage in the Imperfect Tenfe, yer 
other good Tiandissere agree with Us, And we 


cannot think our felves oblig’d to own the Infalli- 
bility of yout Triumvirate. 

We were fo farfrom advifing Him, who fpake, 
asneve: Man fpake, that the very Inference, we 
drew, fuppofes, that he did nor want Advice, Fot 
otherwite. how cou’d we Infer from an Expreffi- 
on, that feem’d to Us not fo Proper, as another 
woud have been,had he intended it, in Your Senie; 
that therefore he intended it :n another Acceptati- 
on? Where any one does not ipeak accurately 
Proper, we can never refute any Conftruction. put 
upon his Words, from the not fo exact Propriety, 
of the Expreffion, if recommended under thar Con- 

ion. 

Q. Gentlemen, Be pleas'd to give a Subferiber yout 
Opinion, what the Soul of Man 4s ; and in what man» 
ner the Soul and Body are united ? 

A. You will find the Anfwer to your firft = 
ftion in the Britifh Apollo, Numb.17. Queft. 2. Orie 
ly read Immatereal inftead of Immoral in the firft 
Line.

HE Letters from the Army before Tortofa, which 
are dated June 27. N.S. Givean Account, that 
the Count de Effain. with a Brigade ol Hole of 7 
Squadrons, Marched on*heaift (there being 7 Squa- 
drons of Dragoons gone before ) to draw 
Body of 32 Squadrons and 3000 foot | 
of the frontiers of Aragon. That i? lrenches were 
open’d the Night between the arft and 22d, and the 
following Night a Battery for Mortars was finith’d, 
id a Sap open'’d to gain an height between then Pa- 
iilel and covered way. That on the 24th the Mor- 
cars began to play, anda Monaftery of the Carmelites 
with the Falcines thar were there, were fet on Fire by 
| Bomb from one of the Mortars, ami feveral Barrels 
f Powder blown up, whereby they were ditpers’d, 
vho with their firing moft anoy'd their Trenches. That 
the Sicnur de Mouchant, Major General oi the Army, 
was kil’d in the Trenches. Thaton the 27th at break 
of Day, 7 or 800 of the befieged made a Sally with 
defign to Nailuptheir Cannon, but wererepull.d with 
the Lofs of about 150 Men kill’d and wounded, and a 
Captain and 25 Soldiers taken Prifeners. That the 
Befiegers had only 20 Men kill’d and wounded, anda 
\.ajor dangeroully among the lacter. From Milan ’tis 
ulvis'd that the Duke of Savoy with his Troops will 
itrack the Freach by the way of Suza at che jame time, 
ne Imperialifts uader Count Taun (who is daily ex- 
pected trom Naples) invade the Durchy of Savoy by 
the way of Aofta. The Letters from Bruflels im ort, 
that the Confederate Army return’d to the Field of 
Bactle, where they encamp'’d the rath and 3th, and 
‘coording to the Refolutions agreed to in a Council of 
Var; Ihe Count de Lottum with 30 Battalions and 
30 Squadrons, march’d the 13th at Night to Old Hel- 
chin, and as they advanced the next day towards the 
trench Lines, the Fort of the Red Bridge was aban- 
dond without Oppofition, and on the ssth Warne. 
ton, Comines and Vewick furrender’d, in which pla- 
ces 520 were taken Prifoners. The lame day the reft

of the Army marched in 2 @olumns towards Menin 
and pafs'd the Lys over 2 Bridges, and between Menin 
and Verwick they encamp'd ; Detachiments having been, 
fent to raife Contributions as far as Arras, while the 
Lines between the Lysand Ypres are dem olifhing &the 
Deputies which were tent from hence, not being able 
to make an Agreement, are repaired to their home ; 
which has obliged the Generals to have recourte to Mi. 
litary Execution, fo thar 2 of the Suburbs are laid j, 
Athes. And another Detachment being fent to fet Len: 
on fire, was prevented by the Inhabitants giving Ho. 
ftages to pay what is demanded of them. Prince Eu. 
gene is Incamp’d at Engiene, witha Detachment trom 
the Army, and the Troops from Germany, to obferye 
the Duke of Berwick, who is pofted with his Forces 
between Nions and Conde ; but ‘tis thought he is to 
March from hence to attack theFrench on one fide,while 
the Duke of Marlborough attacks them on the other, 
it the Enemy, who has a tree Communication with 
Newport, don’t prevent it by rerreating that way.
